Action at Hurstland 


The weather had been so wretched for 
so long that we had forgotten how pleas- 
ant a winter’s day could be. But now a 
warming sun had melted all but a few 
spots of snow, the streams ran high and 
clear, and the fields once again had a 
look of life in them.

Alternative to Unionizaton 


Owners and trainers have been saying. 
either privately or openly. that if the 
Teamsters union organizes backstretch 
labor. Thoroughbred racing, as we know 
it now. will be ruined in short order. “It'll 
be dead in 5 years.” says one of our 
friends who is thrice alarmed. since he 
is thrice involved, as breeder. owner, and 
trainer. Some owners have declared that. 
if the union takes over. they will not 
allow their horses to run, and that. if it 
continues. they will sell their horses and 
retire from the sport. Others say they 
will reduce their stables by half. And 
so on. 

The position of a man as the owner of 
a racing stable is quite different from his 
position as owner, president. or manager 
of another type of business. When racing 
ceases to be a pleasure for any reason. 
financial or otherwise. he can put it aside 
and go away almost as easily as he 
counts his chips and retires from a poker 
game with his friends. Ordinarily. though 
not always. of course. he is held to a 
business or profession by stronger ties; 
and if he does sever these. it may be only 
to take on others of equal strength. 

If. however. racing becomes so union- 
ized that many owners put it aside at 
the same time or reduce their holdings 
drastically, they may do so at a consider- 
eble financial sacrifice, since the exodus 
of a large group presumably would tend 
to deflate the price of the horses they 
would sell. Thus every owner who con- 
siders “getiing out” in protest against 
a union must weigh the disadvantages of 
getting out against the disadvantages 
which would accrue as a result of union- 
ization. 

Whether there is time to seek an escape 
from the dilemma we do not know. and 
we do not know whether the owner is of 
a mind to attempt a less destructive solu- 
tion. It should always be remembered. 
however, that in the beginning it was the 
employer who created the economic  cli- 
mate most favorable to the origin and 
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growth of the unions. If a backstretch 
union is so repugnant that owners would 
cease being owners before bargaining 
with it. should we not consider whatever 
measures are necessary to make the union 
less attractive to the grooms? 

Insofar as we can determine, the grooms 
themselves ure not enthusiastic over the 
prospect of joining a union. The nature of 
their occupation tends to make them re- 
sistant. but some other factors cause them 
to be receptive. 

In an effort to find out how the grooms 
were disposed to seek escape from their 
own dilemma. we asked Art Grace to ask 
a few questions along the backstretch at 
Hialeah Park. His report, in essence, was 
that some of the grooms were unwilling 
to talk; that all of those who did talk 
said they had not been appreached in 
Florida by the union; that most of them. 
when asked how they would feel about 
being unionized, said. “I don’t know.” 

Grace summarized the consensus of his 
survey in a direct quotation: “We just 
want a little more money.” 

One groom who just wanted more 
money added: “Some of the things the 
union wants to do, like leaving the horse 
if there’s a beef, I don’t go for that. Or 
telling who should work where and with 
who is not right. We have a lot of ex- 
perienced grooms who might lose out.” 


Another said: “I belonged to the Team- 
sters about 12 years ago. right here at 
Hialeah. They had a local, and I was 
paying my dues. Then something happen- 
ed. and the guy who collected the dues 
didn’t show up any more. I guess they 
didn’t allow him on the track any more. 
The blacksmiths belonged to the same 
union at the time.” 

In California the issue is more imme- 
diate. but not at all clear. We under- 
stand that the union claims to have signed 
a majority of the grooms at Santa Anita 
Park; that it is asking a minimum wage 
of $325 a month, a 6-day week, and pay- 
ment every weck; and that it has voted 


to strike, effective February 21, if its 
terms are not met. If the report is correct, 
owners and trainers in that area must 
make their decisions at once. 


The reported demands are not unrea- 
sonable in themselves, since wages for 
grooms now range mostly between $300 
and $350. It is the union itself, with its 
offensive high-handed practices, that roils 
the owners. Some of the men who pay the 
bills probably will retire from racing if 
the union takes over the labor force in 
the stable area; those who remain will be 
tempted to bow their necks and elimin- 
inate all gratuities. Such action probably 
would set up demands for a still higher 
minimum, with consequent disadvantages 
for the best and most experienced grooms, 
whose superior abilities would cease to be 
rewarded ai a higher rate than the 
minimum. 

There is, of course, a faint hope that 
the union will go away and leave us alone 
for a while, but even if it does, the 
breathing spell will not be long unless 
owners and others in racing take the 
initiative in meeting the problem. The 
groom thinks he is underpaid, and by 
comparison with the track employee who 
needs less training, works shorter hours, 
and commands 3 times as much salary. 
he is. Whether he is actually underpaid 
or not, he is human enough to seek re- 
course through the power of the union if 
he finds no other way to be heard. It is 
far better to hear him privately and court- 
eously than in the hostile atmosphere of 
union negotiation. 

The race tracks themselves, now stand- 
ing aside in anxious silence, could do a 
great service by providing the backstretch 
worker with club rooms, recreation and 
reading facilities, and adequate living 
quarters. It is vital to racing that the life 
of the groom be made attractive enough 
to recruit and hold able men of good 
character. Unionization is unlikely to ac- 
complish this result.

Indian Maid Won Her Race, 
But Phil Johnson Lost His Job

Miami. On the day before Herbie 
Hinojosa was to ride Indian Maid in the 
Columbiana Handicap at Hialeah, he took 
what appeared to be a serious spill when 
the good filly Peachblow broke down 
midway of the backstretch and fell. Hino- 
josa tumbled head over heels and bounced 
io a halt alongside the inner rail. 

“My leg was numb—I didn’t dare 
move,” Hinojosa said later. “I was scared 
it was broke.” 

Hinojosa was taken from the track in 
un ambulance and the preliminary exam- 
ination at the track indicated a fracture. 
The rider’s injury complicated an already 
muddled situation surrounding Indian 
Maid. 

Earlier that day Mrs. Mary Keim an- 
nounced that her trainer, Phil Johnson, 
“had been permitted to resign.” Johnson. 
who had done a superb job of training 
the Florida-bred mare, stated emphat- 
ically that he had quit. 

The rift resulted from a dispute over 
jockeys. John Sellers, who had ridden 
the mare in her last 5 starts—winning 3 
times and second twice—had agreed to 
ride her again in the Columbiana. 
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When Johnson started training Indian 
Maid last spring. he agreed that Mrs. 
Keim would have the privilege of making 
the riding engagements for the mare. 
Four days before the Columbiana, Sellers 
called Mrs. Keim and asked to be re- 
jeased, in order to ride Calumet Farm’s 
Prince’s Gate in the race. He had been 
riding regularly for Calumet at Hialeah, 
and had won the Royal Palm and McLen- 
nan with Yorky. 

“I felt obligated to 
Sellers’ only comment. 


Calumet.” was 

When Paul Blair, agent for Hinojosa, 
heard that Sellers was off, he called Mrs. 
Keim and offered his rider’s services. Mrs. 
Keim accepted, but was extremely un- 
happy at losing Sellers. 

Johnson was not. 

“We're going from one top rider to 
anoiher top rider.” Johnson said. “Indian 
Maid won't be hurt by the switch.” 

But Mrs. Keim thought Johnson could 
have made Sellers ride Indian Maid if 
he had protested. In a bitter phone con- 
versation the morning before the Colum- 
biana, Johnson quit.

Mrs. Keim then hired Elmer Heubeck 
Jr., breeder of Indian Maid, as a tempor. 
ury replacement. Heubeck arrived at Hia- 
jeah the night before the Columbiana. 

As Hinojosa was being driven to the 
hospital, it was speculated that Bill Har. 
iack would get the meunt. But Mrs. Keim 
wanted the seme rider for the Columbiana 
und Black Helen (March 1). and Har- 
iack was available only for the Colum. 
biana. Mrs. Keim then decided to use 
John Rotz. who could ride Indian Maid 
in both stakes. 

The forgotten factor was that Hinojosa, 
2 confident, likable. and very game young 
man from Brownsville. Texas. probably 
would be right back in action unless his 
leg was broken in 5 places. X-rays showed 
no break at all; Hinojosa had escaped 
with severe bruises. 

The rider was up most of the night. 
applying ice to the injured leg. and got 
out to the track early the next morning 
for whirlpool treatments. He had difficulty 
walking, but insisted he could ride. When 
Indian Maid stepped en the track. Hino- 
josa was in the saddle. Sellers was on 
Prince’s Gate. 

Hinojosa broke Indian Maid from the 
inside post. and hustled her to the front. 
She opened up 2 lengths on Warlike. 
with *Be Cautious and Prim Flower in 
closest pursuit. Indian Maid turned for 
home 2 lengths in front, as *Be Cautious, 
Warlike. and Prim Flower began to wilt. 
Prince’s Gate. which had to come around 
3 horses on the stretch turn. was closing 
with a rush. and Make Sail finally shifted 
into high gear after making the turn. 

Indian Maid still was 2 in front at the 
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C. W. Smith’s American Comet came from off the pace to win the 144-mile San Antonio Handicap by one-half length at 


Santa Anita Park on February 11. 


cighth-pole. Prince’s Gate was gain- 
ing with every jump. It was obvious that 
Make Sail’s big move was too late. Hino- 
josa kept his horse together and held off 
Prince’s Gate by a head. Make Sail was 
314 lengths farther back. half a length 
in front of *Be Cautious. 

The next day. Hinojosa’s knee was too 
swollen to permit him to ride, but it did 
not stop him from signing a contract with 
Sam (The Genius) Lewin. The agreement 
gave Lewin first call, but did not inter- 
fere with Hinojosa’s assignments on In- 
dian Maid in the Black Helen and on 
April Skies in the Palm Beach Handi- 
cap. 

Blair, one of the,very best agents on 
the race track, was net entirely happy. 
His family lives in Chicago, Herbie’s 
normal milicu during the summer. “Now 
we'll be going to Maryland and Jersey 
with Sam.” Blair said. “That’s the end 
cf Chicago.” 

Hinojosa. always a good rider, received 
the credit he deserved this winter. He 
rode 19 winners at Tropical—4 in one 
day. At one point in the Hialeah meeting 
he gained 10 winners on Sellers to tie 
him for the lead. On the day Herbie had 
to cancel his mounts. the 21st day of the 
meeting. he had ridden 24 winners. 6 less 
than Sellers and 6 more than Bob Ussery. 
who was in third place. 

It is remarkable that Hinojosa is an 
exceptionally geed gate boy and suits a 
front-runner perfectly. yet is even better 
on a horse that likes to drop back to 
last and make a big late run. 
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Seven years ago Hinojosa was riding at 
Ruidoso Downs and ran into what he 
calls “a streak of bad tuck.” He broke 
his neck in a spill: as soon as he got 
back into action, he took another tumble 
and broke a leg. Then he broke the 
same leg again. In 1957 Herbie went 
down again and broke 4 ribs. 

“About then I decided I might as well 
try the big time.” Herbie said. “I might 
not win as many races. but I had a better 
chance to stay in one piece. Where [ had 
been riding there wasn’t any patrol film, 
nothing to protect the riders.” 

He went to New Orleans. and waited 
for the Fair Grounds to open. “I won 
27 races that meeting, and been doing 
pretty good ever since.” 

Herbie had started out riding Quarter 
Horses in Primont, Texas. when he was 
8 years old. “They had to tie me on; I 
weighed 42 pounds. I rode tied-on until 
I was 13.” 
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Jagle was third, and the favorite, Tompion, finished in sixth position. 


With his background as a Quarter 
Horse rider. Herbie had a tendency to 
rush every horse he rode. When Blair 
became his agent a litthke more than a 
year ago. his first move was to talk Herbie 
into raiing horses which didn’t appreciate 
being hustled. 

“Paul made a lot of sense. and I took 
his advice. Now I prefer to ride that way 
—in route races, anyway. There isn’t much 
time to rate geing 6 furlongs. And with 
some horses, they don’t run fast enough 
to bother rating ’em. 

“When you get in trouble with a horse 
early, the first thing you think of is rush- 
ing up and getting back into contention. 
You probably can catch up, all right, but 
you won’t have much horse under you 
about the time you hit the sixteenth-pole.” 

Hinojosa had an outside chance in the 
Saturday stakes. following the Colum- 
biana. riding Pripoly in the Turf Cup at 
a mile and a half. But Dave Feldman, 
owner of Pripoly, didn’t give the 6-year- 
old gelding much chance. “I don’t think 
he’s ready to go a mile and a half—even 
with Hinojosa.” 

Pripoly made a small run in the Turf 
Cup. coming on from last place to finish 
sixth in the 12-horse field. It was the 
French-bred *Wolfram. making the same 
big run he had made in the Bougainvillea, 
which roared up on the outside under a 
fine ride by John Rotz to win “easily.” 
*Civic Guard. running a game race, led 
into the stretch and missed second money 
by three-parts of a length, as “Merry 
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Top IL also went by him in the last 
sixteenth. 

*Wolfram. purchased 2 days before the 
Bougainvillea by Lou Wolfson, has earn- 
ed $84.435 since Wolfson paid Major 
Albert Warner $100.000 for *Wolfram 
and 3 other horses.

Getting Even 


Los ANGELEs. “This.” exclaimed big C. 
W. Smith as he fondly patted the nose 
of American Comet in the winner's en- 
closure after the San Antonio Handicap 
at Santa Anita. “is poetic justice.” Smith 
was referring to the fact that 2 years ago 
C. V. Whitneys Bug Brush had upset 
Hillsdale. Big Smitty’s pride and joy, in 
the San Antonio. American Comet now 
had evened the score. so to speak. by 
vanquishing Whitneys Tompion and 
others in the 9-furlong stepping stone to 
the Santa Anita Handicap. 

As he and trainer Marty Falion relaxed 
later in the press box. Smitty still had not 
lost his confidence. American Comet had 
carried 113 pounds in his San Antonio 
victory. and for the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap he would carry 115. the same impost 
as Prove It’s. 

“We'll try him.” and Falion 
chorused. “Wouldn't guys up here 
be shocked if this horse just happened 
to beat Prove It!” 

Smitty and Fallon know better than 
anyone else that American Comet was no 
Hillsdale. and yet he had been a_ nice 
horse for them. Two years ago Smitty 
claimed him. on Fallon’s advice, for 
$15.000. “We had a horse in a race one 
afternoon at Hollywood Park named *Bi- 
otic. American Comet beat him as_ far 
as you can throw a rock. The next time 
we looked up. American Comet was run- 
ning for $15.000.” 

American Comet last year earned $107.- 
270 for Smitty and Fallon, and so far this 
year has picked up $45.300. including his 
check of $35.000 for winning the San 
Antonio. 

The horse seems as much at home run- 
ning over the grass as he is on the dirt. 
As a matter of fact. he has won stakes 
at Santa Anita over both courses. 

“T think he’d run over. cobblestones.” 
Smitty remarked. “He’s just that kind of 
a trying horse.”

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American Comet is a homely one. and 
Smitty and Fallon poke a_ little 
good-natured fun at his common appear- 
ance. “But that’s no beauty contest they're 
running out there.” Smitty remarks. “He 
looks awful good that finish 
line in front.”

Antonio was the 
game and dependable How Now. with 
Grey Eagle third. Tompion sixth. and T. 
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\V. Lark ninth. First Balcony, making his 
first start since winning the San Carlos 
earlier in the meeting. was last in the 
field of 11. 

Grey Eagle. which had set the pace in 
the Maturity. went out in front at the 
start. with Oligarchy and How Now close 
behind. Tompion. apparently running 
well, was in sixth place on the rail and 
in an ideal position to challenge. when- 
ever Willie Shoemaker was ready. 

Rounding the far turn. the lightly 
weighted Oligarchy began dropping back. 
How Now passed him quickly, then went 
after Grey Eagle. American Comet began 
moving around the field, and Shoemaker 
tried vainly to rally Tompion. 

As they turned for home. Grey Eagle 
was still in front. and he clung desper- 
ately to his lead until mid-stretch. where 
How Now forged into command. Amer- 
ican Comet. sixth at the top of the stretch, 
passed Oligarchy and Oink in a few quick 
strides. caught the tiring Grey Eagle at 
the sixteenth-pole. and roared te the front 
in the last 50 yards. His fina! time for 
the mile and a furlong was 1:48%5. The 
early fractions. all belonging to Grey 
Eagle. were fast. a quarter in :2225. a 
half in :4525. 6 furlongs in 1:0925. and 
a mile in 1:35%5. 

Bill Harmatz, who rode American 
Comet. said that his horse had rated per- 
fectly and that the pace had been just 
right for him. “When I asked him to 
run. he had enough left to go the over- 
land route. and still get the job done.” 

Jockey Larry Gilligan acecunted for 
Grey Eagle’s defeat in large measure by 
the fact that Oligarchy had battled with 
him so persistently through the first 6 
furlongs. 

Shoemaker said it had been just one of 
those days that Tompion was in no mood 
to run. “When I asked him te run at 
the three-eighths. he just didn’t respond. 
end I couldn't place him where I wanted. 
We got into tight quarters in the stretch.” 

Four San Antonio winners have gone 
on to take the big handicap 2 weeks later. 
This season’s running of the San Antonio 
hardly changes the picture for the Santa 
Anita Handicap. Prove It still rules a 3-to- 
5 favorite. and American Comet’s victory 
in the San Antonio isn’t going to change 
the odds.

Special legislation would have been re- 
quired to hold racing in the area at one 
track. Consolidation would have meant 
“big-time racing.” with bigger purses and 
better horses and riders. he said. 

Arcaro plans to reside in California 
when he retires from riding. 


T. V. Lark to Rest 


Owner Chase R. McCoy and _ trainer 
Paul Parker decided to take T. V. Lark 
out of training for an indefinite period. 
The 4-year-old son of *Indian Hemp, un- 
placed to American Comet in the San 
Antonio Handicap on February 11, will be 
blistered and unwound. Owner McCoy 
hoped to have the colt ready for the 
Hollywood Gold Cup. 

The San Antonio Handicap was the 
sixth start for T. V. Lark at the current 
Santa Anita meeting. His best races were 
a second to First Balcony in the San 
Carlos Handicap and a half-length victory 
over American Comet in the Santa Cata- 
lina Handicap. 


MARYLAND 
Chronicle of Adversity 


Bowie was in trouble even before the 
1961 meeting opened on January 21. On 
Thursday. January 19. 12 inches of snow 
covered the area. By Saturday. however. 
the surrounding roads had been cleared. 
the track’s condition was deemed safe, and 
Bowie opened on schedule before a hardy 
crowd of 9.281 who bet $711,072. On 
opening day last year. a Friday. 15,182 
persons bet $1.282.784. 

On Monday. January 23, steward Joseph 
F. Flanagan. representing the Maryland 
Racing Commission. canceled the day’s 
program. because the roads leading to 
the track had been made extremely haz- 
ardous by another snowfall. It was de- 
cided to reopen on Wednesday. rather than 
to utilize the first dark Tuesday. Racing 
was held on Wednesday. but more snow 
forced cancellation of the Thursday and 
Friday programs. By Saturday, January 
28. the roads again were passable. The 
weather was clear. the temperature was 
18 degrees. the track was fast. and 11,744 
persons bet $1.029.744. In comparison. 
on the second Saturday of the 1960 meet- 
ing. attendance was 18.361 and the mutuel 
pool total was $1.524,588. 
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On February 2 the Philadelphia Race 
Special derailed about 3 miles from the 
track. killing 6 and injuring about 120 
of the 300 passengers. Later the same 
day. fire destroyed an unused pari-mutuel 
building near the main grandstand. Dense 
smoke obscured the stretch and steward 
Flanagan canceled the ninth race. (The 
Blood-Horse of February 11, page 328). 


It snowed on Friday. February 3. and 
the day’s program was canceled. Satur- 
day's program was also called off. then 
the programs of February 6 and 7. The 
scheduled reopening on February 8 was 
stopped by more snow. sleet, and rain 
and it was not until Saturday. February 
11 that racing was resumed. 

On the morning of the 11th. Bowie's 
president Donald C. Lillis inspected the 
track with the Jockey’s Guild’s eastern 
representative. Nick Jemas, Guild directors 
Nick Shuk and Karl Korte. and stewards 
Flanagan and J. Fred Colwill. The track 
was judged to be safe. The temperature 
climbed rapidly. however. and by post 
time it was 38 degrees and the thawed-out 
track was covered with a film of water. 
obscuring its true condition. A total of 
15.866 spectators were on hand. 

As the 12-horse field headed into the 
stretch in the first race. the 6-year-old 
gelding Head Dancer. in fifth place. stum- 
bled and fell. Woody Glen and Hidden 
Mirth either fell over him or slipped and 
fell trying to avoid him, and 2. others. 
Greyory K. and Mid River. were forced 
to pull up. After the second race, a 6-fur- 
long event run without untoward incidents 
in 1:18 the riders voted by a two-third 
majority to quit for the day. As spokes- 
man for the jockeys. Jemas met with 
the stewards. and at 2:41 p.m. the re- 
mainder of the day’s program was official- 
ly canceled. General admission patrons 
were offered “rain checks.” those 
who had bought reserved seats were re- 
funded their money. The rain checks were 
accepted eagerly. illustrating again the 
tenacity and spirit of Bowie's clientele. 

The management was as game as the 
customers. On the morning of February 
15. general manager John F. Loome said: 

“It has really been rough, but we have 
every expectation of running tomorrow. 
The track is in good condition, and the 
long-range weather forecast is encourag- 
ing. This has been a freakish winter. the 
worst for years. and the precipitation has 
been close to an all-time record. We at 
Bowie are in favor of winter racing. and 
we have done everything to insure the 
comfort of the fans. but the heavy snows. 
sleet. and freezing rain have made _ the 
surrounding roads so hazardous that we 
have been forced to cancel. 

“Since we opened on January 21—and 
we asked for that date—we have been 
able to run only 7 days . . . Of course. 
on February 11. last Saturday, we ran 2 
races before the riders reversed their

As a 2-year-old he won the Columbus 
Day Handicap. was third in the El Ca- 
mino., and at 3 he won the Yerba Buena 
Handicap. He had his most profitable 
years at 4 and 5. winning the Golden 
State Breeders’ Handicap each year and 
the San Diego. Western Gateway. Ingle- 
wood, Nassau County, and Gallant Fox 
Handicaps. As a 6-year-old he was second 
in the San Marcos and Bay Meadows 
Handicaps, third in the San Carlos and 
San Pasqual Handicaps. and last year he 
won the San Gabriel, San Diego, and Idle- 
wild Handicaps. 

Eddie Schmidt started twice this year 
at the Santa Anita meeting, then was 
sent to the ranch of his breeder while 


plans were made to move him to Laguna 
Seca Ranch. He has passed fertility tests. 
At Laguna Seca Ranch he wil! join De- 


termine. *Indian Hemp, Berseem. and 
Salmagundi.

Flow Line at Hurstland 


C. Mare Crawford Jr.s Flow Line, 4- 
year-old son of *Khaled. arrived this 
week at the Nuckols Brothers’ Hurstland 
Farm. Midway. Ky.. where he will make 
the 1961 season at $500 for a live foal. 

Flow Line’s career on the race track 
lasted only 6 months, but in that span 
he won 5 of his 10 races, placed on 4 
occasions, earned $68,475, and at one 
point was thought to be one of the most 
promising runners of the year. 

A colt of average size (15:3 and about 
1,050 pounds), Flow Line won his only 
start at 2, in December at Santa Anita 
Park. and his first 3 starts at 3, including 
a 3%%-length victory in the 1,‘:-mile San 
Felipe Handicap. A few hours before the 
start of the Santa Anita Derby. for which 
he was an even-money favorite, A. B. 
Hancock Jr. and Howard Keck offered 
Crawford $500.000 for the colt, and Craw- 
ford turned it down. Flow Line was 
extremely green in the Derby, however. 
finishing unplaced to Tompion, and Craw- 
ford decided to forego the spring classics 
end to give the colt more time for his 
education. 

At Bay Meadows Flow Line won once 
at a mile and twice was second to T. V. 
Lark. On May 14 at Hollywood Park 
he was third to Clown Prince and New 
Policy in the 6-furlong Debonair Stakes, 
and on May 30 he won the one-mile Will 
Rogers Stakes. after which trainer Bill 
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Wyndle said. “I think he’s going to be 
a better horse with each race now, and 
I feel sure he'll go as far as races are 
written.” 

On the morning of June 17, Flow Line 
pulled up lame from a training spin at 


Hollywood Park, and examination re- 
vealed a lateral fracture of the near 
cannon bone, extending almost to the 
ankle. The leg was kept in a cast until 
the injury healed. 


The Professor 


Dr. Jacques Jenny. veterinary surgeon, 
has been appointed to a newly established 
professorship of orthopedic surgery at the 
University of Pennsylvania School of 
Veterinary Medicine.

He is best 
known for his pioneering work in animal 
orthopedics. Of his work in this field, Dr. 
Mark W. Allam, dean of the veterinary 
school, said in announcing the appoint- 
ment: 

“He has been instrumental in bringing 
this surgical sub-specialty to a high level 
of proficiency in the United States, and 
has contributed much toward making the 
University of Pennsylvania medical divi- 
sion the leading authority on both com- 
parative orthopedics and animal ortho- 
pedic surgery.”

OBITUARY 


Edwin D. Axton Sr. 


Edwin D. Axton. 86, owner of Woods 
Acres Farm, and a member of the Breed- 
ers Sales Company since 1944, died in 
Louisville on February 11. 

Mr. Axton had been a Thoroughbred 
breeder since 1935 when he inherited the 
Thoroughbred breeding stock owned by 
his brother Wood F. Axton. In later years 
the Woods Acres breeding interests were 
handled by Edwin D. Axton Jr. The farm 
dispersed its Thoroughbred holdings in 
1958 when 10 mares and 5 weanlings 
were sold for $60,800. 

Woods Aces Farm began as a Thorough- 
bred nursery in 1929 when Wood Axton 
bought 4 mares from a sale of the late 
Harry Payne Whitney’s stock. When 
Wood Axton died 6 years later, he had 
amassed one of the largest stables in the 
country. Forty-five horses in training were 
sold on May 6, 1935. Fillies in the sale 
that later became important broodmares 
were Bay Servant, Lillian Uhl, Ruth’s 
Hope. and Paradisical. 

Edwin Axton Sr. kept all the breeding 
stock, which included the stallions Or- 
mont, *Monk’s Way. and In Memoriam. 
He bred the stakes winners Whaddon 
Chase, Bala Ormont, Everget. Many 
Flares, Bank Account. Be Fleet, Tommy 
Gentry, Jerry’s Gem, Royal Indian, and 
Doc Eggers. 

Mr. Axton was a director of the Axton- 
Fisher Tobacco Company until the firm 
was bought by Philip Morris in 1944.

Research Center 
Tests Butazolidin 


The University of Pennsylvania’s School 
of Veterinary Medicine. operating under 
a grant from the Racing Chemistry Re- 
search Fund. has undertaken an exam- 
ination of Butazolidin’s effect on race 
horses. Progress reports soon should begin 
arriving on the desk of RCRF president 
Walter H. Donovan. 

Authorization to start the project was 
given the school on January 13, Donovan 
said. “We were a little delayed, because 
I had to take a vote of our board of 
directors by mail. Otherwise. we would 
have started sooner.” 

The Pennsylvania project is being su- 
pervised by Dr. John E. Martin, associate 
professor of therapeutics, and associated 
with him is Dr. Carl Gabriel. a pharma- 
cologist. 

“Their approach is to determine just 
what is the clinical effect of Butazolidin 
on horses.” Donovan said. “The project 
is in no way involved with detection, be- 
cause that work has already been done. 
The cost, compared with other research. 
is small, but we’re still shy of funds.” 

Mrs. A. E. Smith. secretary and treas- 
urer of the Racing Chemistry Research 
Fund, said she had collected $30.795.50. 
Since the RCRF sought $50,060, it still 
was nearly $20.000 short of its goal. 

“We're not trying to raise $50,000 for 
a year—or for any specified time.” Mrs. 
Smith said. “We asked for the first 
$50.000. for 3 other projects, in 1958, and 
we're still working on some of this money. 
The $50.000 we’re now looking for is for 
continuing research, and we won't have 
to set another quota until other research 
money is needed.” 

Donovan explained that the Pennsyl- 
vania research would begin with a group 
of 4 Thoroughbreds (3 race mares and a 
gelding) and 2 Standardbreds. Dr. Mar- 
tin will study Butazolidin’s action on 
pulse rate, respiratory rate. blood pres- 
sure, body temperature, blood composi- 
tion, and appetite. Methods will be de- 
vised to determine the drug’s analgesic 
properties and its effect on racing per- 
formance. 

The Racing Chemistry Research Fund 
was established by the NASRC in 1958. 
The trustees, in addition to Donovan, are 
commissioners John R. Ring, Allan M. 
MacLeod, W. R. Todd. James H. Inglis, 
end Neil J. Curry; Paul Serdar, former 
Illinois commissioner; John A. Herculson, 
chemist for the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission; and Y. Thomas Oester. chemist 
for the Illinois Racing Board.

Winter on Long Island 


New York. Trainer John C. Lawrence, 
of St. James, N. Y., has bred 48 Thor- 
oughbreds since 1942 on his picturesque, 
hilly. 58-acre farm on Long Island. 

“The best chances of winning races is 
in New York,” Lawrence said, “because 
of the great number of racing days. The 
purses are reasonable, and one can find 
it profitable by breeding and wintering 
on the Island. 

“The average cost of raising yearlings 
is universal; about the same no matter 
where you breed—in Florida, Kentucky 
or California. Your costs average out. 

“We've been fairly successful with our 
home-breds, as they've won in high-class 
claimers and allowances. One of the 
deterents to breeding on Long Island is 
lack of good stallions. But they do have 
some good anes in New Jersey and up- 
state New York. I have found home-breds 
as profitable as buying stock on the year- 
Jing market.” 

Ever Best. a “Mahmoud horse out of 
Uno Best, by *Sir Gallahad HI, is cur- 


rently standing at the St. James farm. He 
is owned by Mrs. George W. Headley, and 
his fee is $100. He was bred to 16 mares 
Jast year, and 15 are in foal. 


“The amazing thing about cur home- 
breds,” Lawrence said, “is that we’ve 
bred to mediocre mares and found the 
average as good as breeding to a high- 
class mare. Whether this is from the stal- 
lion or the way they’ve been raised here, 
is imponderable.” 

Lawrence, a graduate of Cornell Uni- 
versity, added that breeding on Long 
Island would flower with the proper stim- 
ulation, and he suggested breeder awards 
and special races for Long Island and 
New York home-breds. Four horses bred 
at his own place won 9 races last year. 

“There are other successful breeding 
farms up-state.” Lawrence said. “Tom 
Waller. T. W. Ewing. M. P. Catherwood, 
Dr. Joseph O'Day and Charles Leonard, 
to name a few. 

“Objections to raising and breeding on 
Long Island are purely a myth. Land is 
plentiful here, and if a concerted effort 


was made we could rival New Jersey and 
Florida in breeding. A principal factor, 
too, one that everyone seems to ignore, is 
the terrific savings in shipping of mares 
and produce.” 


The 45-year-old, gray-haired trainer, 
whose father, a veteran of 40 years on the 
track, still trains in New Jersey, will have 
6 home-breds ready to race when Aque- 
duct opens on March 20. The 2-year-old 
fillies Mrs. Fly, by Nullify—Kings Daisy, 
and Mrs. Frog. by Social Hour—Prom- 
isory. and the older Social Lad, Nisse- 
quogue, Returnable. and Shutter Shy, 
each a home-bred by Social Hour. 

Lawrence also has horses in training 
tor Dr. Arthur Grenard. Zigmund Rosen- 
baum. and Mike Sakels (Two Brook 
Farm). and he has board mares for Mar- 
tin P. Catherwood. 

The quality of Long Island soil is good, 
end feed costs less than in populated 
breeding areas. he said. And the quality 
of the grazing depends upon how one 
takes care ef his soil. “We don’t sell 
manure.” he said. “We spread it in the 
paddocks immediately and also spread 
potash. phosphate, limestone. leaf 
mulch. 

“The condition and growth of your 
horses depends on the quality of hay and 
oats, not supplements. Last fall I kept 
5 horses for Sammy J. Smith here about

FEE $1,000 to approved mares barren 
no more than a year. Only a few 
seasons left. 
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causing the withdrawal of a few well 
known horsemen from racing in Puerto 
Rico. 

A large group of South American horses 
was imported. and amongst the best were 
the Copa Washington winner Occidental 
(Welsh Honey—Orange. by Carnaval). 
the excellent sprinter Zumbando (Forest 
Row—Zulamita. by Encantador): the 
clasico Dia del Medico winner Futaleufu 
(Atlantico—Fulminada. by Herminio), 
and the hard-hitting claimer Acropolis 
(Apolo—Marraja. by Signum). which sur- 
prised in the Clasico Navidad. 

The leading stable was the Establo 
Lares. with a total of 116 victories and a 
gross income of $288.174. followed by 
Enrique Ubarri, with 65 victories and 
$175.556. and Louisiana Stable. with 59 
victories and $148.487. Pablo Suarez. of 
the Lares Stable. was the leading trainer, 
while a most able apprentice jockey. Luis 
R. Valdes. rode the most winners. 

From a mediocre lot of imported 2-year- 
olds the colts Anfitrion (Your Host— 
Granule. by Slide Rule). and Baby Face 
(Cosmic Bomb—War Goddess. by War 
Relic) battled for top honors. Anfitrion 
winning the clasicos Naciones Undas and 
Thanksgiving Day Cup and Baby Face 
the clasico Futuro (he was subsequently 
disqualified after he was found to have 
been drugged with Ritalin) and the rich 
El Comandante Handicap. 

In the 3-year-old division of imported 


horses. Stanarn (Nahar—Lady Airlie, 
by Cable) of the Sagner and Chase Stable, 
was undoubtedly the best. He won 2 legs 
cf the “triple crown.” the clasicos Bar- 
celo and Fourth of July Cup. and lost the 
clasico Barbosa to Negro Monte (Hawley 
—Refined. by Menow). Stanarn broke a 
record for one-year earnings when he won 
16 of 25 races and earned $49,443. 

The older horses were pretty much the 
same as last year. the importations al- 
ready mentioned sharing the clasicos with 
Cantidad (*Ambiorix—Artena. by Ques- 
tionnaire). Carrillon (Polynesian—Skim- 
mer. by Milkman). and Cimitarra (Level 
Lea—Bug Bug. by Gallant Fox.) 

In the native-bred category the Lares 
Stable’s extremely fast colt Cardiologo 
(Etiope—Corazon) (track record of :2235 
for 2 furlongs) defeated all the 2-year- 
cld colts and fillies decisively. and not 
until a powerful colt named Yunque 
(Golden Bull—Washandra) trounced him 
in the important 6'5-furlong Copa Go- 
bernador. was he beaten. Yunque. owned 
by the Clinton Stable. displayed in sub- 
sequent races a form that promises much 
for this year. 

Another 2-year-old. Rio Nalon (Borin- 
quen—Calderilla). distinguished himself 
on October 30. when he beat the best of 
the imported 2-year-olds at a distance of 
7 furlongs. destroying the myth of superi- 
ority of the imported horses over the 
native-bred. Unfortunately. however. this 
gray colt was not sound. and he_ too 


frequently was beaten by runners below 
his own class. 

One other 2-year-old stood out. the 
speedy little filly Fedora (Irish Knight 
—Conchi) which won a most important 
race for native-breds. the Munoz Rivera 
Memorial on July 17. 

There were no outstanding native-breds 
in the 3-year-old division, and the clasicos 
were fairly divided among Prontito (Irish 
Knight—Kirk’s Chance). Rio Blanco 
(Borinquen—Calderilla). and Fe 
(Primate—Banner Bearer). Prontito won 
the clasicos Ruiz Belvis. Las Madres, and 
Constitucion, and La Fe took the clasico 
dia del Trabajo. The claimers Complot 
and Pikiluvy accounted for the clasicos 
Camarero and San Juan. 

Three outstanding 4-year-olds shared 
honors this. division: Corazoncito 
(Luchador—Corazon). Fernandito (Bull 
Dandy—Miss Rhoda), and Panadero (La 
Sierra Club—La_ Sortija). Corazoncito 
won the Copa Amistad in May. Fernandito 
the Jose de Diego Memorial. and Pan- 
adero the clasicos 65th Infantry Regt. 
Eduardo Cautino. and Dia de la Raza. 
When Panadero won his 3. clasicos, the 
other 2 horses had been retired for one 
reason or another. 

Fernandito was acquired by E. Ubarri 
from Las Americas Stable when the stable 
was dispersed after a doping incident. and 
he improved tremendously. breaking one 
track record at 515 furlongs and equaling 
iwo others.
